NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

In the first place we are to recall 
that Jesus was the Son of God. This 
gives authority to llis teachings. His 
coming was heralded by the angels. 
His star was seen by the wise men of 
the east, and other signs showed that 
He was no ordinary man, but the 
promised Messiah sent to redeem Ills 
people, and hnving in Himself the es- 
sence of the Divine nature. 

He was the Son of Man, being a 
lineal descendant of David, king of 
Israel, and having for His mother 
the Virgin Mary. Being the Son of 
Man, "He was tempted in all |Kiinta 
like as we are, yet without sin.” This 
gives us affinity with Jeans Christ and 
furnishes the promise that through 
Him. the God-Man, we may rise above 
our lower and meaner selves and come 
into fellowship with all that is divine. 

Recall the opportunities of the time 
of Jesua' coming. This was no acci- 
dent, but a part of the divine plan 
There has been no other period in all 
hiatory when all the nations of the 
known civilized world were Included 
in one great empire, and this under 
Roman rule. This meunt universal 
peace, that there was one language 
that could lie generally understood, 
and easy aeeess to all parts. The 
Jews had gone Into every land, 
and, being an essentially religioua 
people, carried with them the Old Tes- 
tament writings as we know them. 

Recall the childhood and youth of 
Jesus and His probable surroundings, 
advantageous and otherwise. Remem- 
ber that all Jew ish ehildren had abun- 
dant opportunity to become familiar 
with the Scriptures, and that at 
Nazareth, ilia childhood home and a 
sort of international crossroads, lie 
would come into contact w ih all 
types jf people. Into the midst af all 
this place the picture of the boy 
Jesus at the age of 12, seeking to 
team of the Jewish rabbis, and the 
purpose of His life which was thus 
early brought out by the question: 
"Wist ye not that 1 must be about 
my Father'a business?” 

Then comes the introduction to His 
public ministry. The first event was 
the preaching of John the llaptiat 
then the baptism of Jesus; third!} . 
the descent of the Holy Spirit, and 
last. His temptation in the wilder- 
ness. For 40 days He thought and 
prayed and fasted. Here with His 
Hfe before Him He was met by the 
three greatest temptations that could 
come to a man of His human tempera- 
ment and capacities. The first was 
the temptation to command the stones 
to become bread. This may tie in- 
terpreted as the temptation to put 
physical and material things above 
that which is spiritual. The second 
was to cast Himself from a pinnacle 
into the crowded court of the temple. 
This would have gained him immedi- 
ate recognition, but not so could He 
become the redeemer of the world. 
The last temptation was to become 
the recognized ruler of all the king- 
doms of the earth. This was a subtle 
temptation, for He had come to es- 
tablish His kingdom on earth. It 
was the temptation of power and in- 
volved the putting of Satan in the 
place of God. We are not to suppose 
that the temptations of Jesus wre 
not genuine. He was human as well 
as divine, and these temptations were 
ths battles betwren the two natures 
for supremacy, and ths divine tri- 
umphed. 

Jesus' ministry extended over parts 
of at least three years. The first 
year was the year of beginnings. At 
Cans of Galilee He performed Ilia 
first miracle. At Jerusalem He ac- 
complished Ills first reform by driv- 
ing out of the temple the money 
changers. His first recorded discourse 
was contained In the conversation 
with Nictidemiii His first great min- 
istry was in Judea. It was during 
this year that He began gathering 
about Him a body of disciples. It 
was from among these disciples that 
He afterwards chose If to be apostles. 

The second year was the year in 
which He ioid down the great funda- 
mental principles of the kingdom of 
Heaven. These are contained mainly 
in the Sermon on the Mount. Very 
briefly in the Beatitudes Jesus points 
out those who will come into the 
kingdom. 

The third year was one of many 
notable events, and early in it there 
began to show signs of gathering op- 
position It was during this year that 
John the Baptiat was beheaded Then 
we have the rejection of Jesua at 
Nazareth, the sending forth of the 
Twelve and the feeding of the five 
thousand. The main discourses of this 
year were: On the Sabbath, on hu- 

mility. on welcoming sinners, to the 
rieh young ruler and the talk at the 
home of Enceheus. The not able para- 
bles uttered included that of the 
great supper, the lost sheep, the lost 
coin, the prodigal son, the unjust 
steward, the rich man and Lazarus, 
and the pounds. It wns in this year 
that His transfiguration occurred

To-morrow it waa. Having n com- 
rade, 1 need not wait for the mail- 
ridrrs. Lucky that I did not. They 
came only three days after us.

But the illusions of sham 
good-fellowship vanish when the 
carte du jour is |s»rc frit au nature!, 
damper n discretion, and cafe a rlen, 
always the same fare, plain days or 
lucky days, served on a blanket, on 
the ground. 

Brent and I stood the test. He was

ter, naturalist, cook. If there was 
any knowledge, skill, craft, or sleight 
of ha ml or brain wanted, it always 
seemed as If his whole life hud been 
devoted to the one study to gain it. 
He would spring out of his blankets 
after a night under the stars, impro- 
vise u matin (morning) song to Luci- 
fer, sketch the morning's view into 
cloudland and the morning'a earthly 
horizon, take a shot at a gray wolf, j 
book a mw plant, bag a new beetle.

prairie, talk our breakfast, whose 
cook lie hud been, so full of Kilen, 
Hy baits, the holocausts of Achillea, 
the triclinia of l.ucullus, the auto- 
maton tables of the (leil de lioeuf, 
the cabinets of the Krcres I’roveu- 
caux, and the dinners of civilization 
where the wise and the witty meet 
to shine and sparkle for the Is-nuti- 
f nl. that our meager provender suf-

■mil strange;” the flakes of frieil 
pork became peacocks' tongues, 
every i|iloit of tough toasted dough 
a vol au vent, and the coffee tliut 
never suw milk or muscovado a di- 
viner porridge than ever was sipped 
on the sunny summits of Olympus. 
(I’lace where the tlreeks thought the 
gods lived.) Such u magician (one 
who can do miracles) is priceless. 
Kvery object, when lie looked ut it, 
seemed to revolve about n ml exhibit 
its bright side. Difficulty skulked 
nwuy from him. Danger cowered 
under Ida eye. 

Nothing could damp his enthusi- 
asm. Nothing could drench his ar- 
dor No drowning his energy. He 
never growled, never skulked, never 
snapped, never flinched. Kronty 
nigiits on the Sierra tried to crump 
him; foggy mornings in the vulleys 
did their worst to chill him; showers 
shrunk his buckskins mid soaked the 
maclieera of his saddle to mere pulp; 
ruin | w I ted his blankets in the 
bivouac till he was a moist island in 
a muddy lake. Buh, elements! try 
it on a milksop! not on John Brent, 
the invulnc ruble. Hit somelsHly else, 
tliou grizzly child of Krrbtis! 

Brent was closer to Nut ure than 
any man I ever knew. Nut ufter the 
manner of an artist. The artist can 
hardly escape a certain technicality. 
He looks at the world through the 
spectacles of his style. He loves 
mist and hates sunshine, nr loves 
brooks anil shrinks from the gloom 
of forests primeval, or adores mead- 
ows uinl haystacks, and dreads the 
far-sweeping plain and the sovran 
snow -peak. Even the greatest artist 
runs a risk which only the greater 
than greatest escape, of suiting Na- 
ture to themselves, not themselves 
to Nature. Blent with Nature was 
like a youth with the maiden he 
loves. She was nlways his love, what- 
ever she could do; however dressed, 
in clouds or sunshine, unchanging 
fair; in whatever mood, weeping or 
smiling, at her sweeteat; grand. 
Im-ii ut i ful for her grandeur; tender. 
iM-antifiil for her tenderness; simple, 
lovely for her simplicity; careless, 
prettier than if she were trim ami 
artful; rough. |>otrnt, and impressive, 
a barbaric queen. 

It is not a charming region, that 
breadth of the world between the 
Koolonner Mine and the (treat Salt 
Lake. Much is dusty desert; tnueh 
is dreary plain, bushed with wild 
sage, the wretehedest plant that 
grows, much is rugged mountain. 
A grim and desolate waste. But large 
and broad, Unbroken and undis- 
turbed, jn Its solemn solitude, by 
prel tineas. No thought of cottage 
life there, or of the tame, limited, 
submissive civilization that hnngs 
about tuttiers and trellises, and pets 
its chirping pleasures, keeping life 
as near the cradle as It may. It is a 
region that ap|n-als to the go and 
the gallop, that even the veriest 
cockney (foolish city chap), who 
never saw beyond a vista of blocks 
(rows of houses), can not eliminate 
from his Is-ing. It docs not order 
man to sink into n ploughman. 
Ploughmen may tarry in those dull, 
boundless plough-fields, the prairie 
lands of mid-America. These desert 
spaces, rihlied with barren ridges, 
stretch from the Bedouin (niinir oi a 
tribe of Arntis In the desert) trend 
of those who 

“Love all waste 
And solitary plnces, where we taste 
The pleasure of lielieving whnt we sec 
Is boundless, as we wish our souls to 
lie." 

It may lie a dreary region; but the 
great white clouds In Hie moon of 
thnt splendid Scptemlier, the red 
dawns before us. the red twilights 
behind, the vague mountain lines 
upon the fur horizon, the sharp crug 
lines near at hand, the Intulient stars 
that lit our bivouacs, the moon thnt 
paled the lamlicnt stars- all these 
had their glory, intenser hccnusc 
each fact came simple and alone, 
and challenged study and love with 
a force that shames the S|H-ndthrift 
exuberance of fuller landscapes. 

In all this time I learned to love 
*his man John Brent, as I had loved 
the boy; but ns mnture man loves 
inan. I have known no more perfect 
union than that of friendship. Noth- 
ing so tender in any of my transi- 
tory loves for women. We were two 
who thought alike, but saw different- 
ly. and never quarreled because the 
shield was to him gold and to me 
silver. (This refers to the story of a 
shield that was gold on one side nnd 
silver on the other. Two men came 
un to it on opposite sides. One said. 
“What n beautiful golden shield.” 
The other said. “You fool, it is sil- 
ver." So they quarreled and fought, 
though both were right.) Such a 
friendship justifies life. All bad 
faith Is worth encountering for the 
sake of such good faith all cold 
shoulder for such warm heart. 

And so I bring our little party 
over the first half of its journey, 

I will not even delny to dcscrilic 
Utah, not even for its water-melons' 
sake, though thnt tri-color dainty 
greatly gladdened our dry jnws, as 
we followed the valley from Box 
Klder, the northernmost settlement, 
to the City of the Ureat Salt Lake. 

In a few days of repose wa hail 
exhausted Mormon civilization, and, 
horses nnd men fresh nnd in brave 
heart, we rode nut of the modern 
Mecca, one glorious day of early Oc- 
tober.

Nature, and uot the 
mother, must administer a custiga 
tiju. 1 grant that this theory is all 
right, but 1 can prove by the mothers 
themselves that iu nine tenths of the 
ordinary childish high jinks it wou't 
work. Now, a child puts its tiny ten 
tier hand on a hot stove aud is burned. 
Not many mothers, I fancy, give their 
children u whippiug on such occa 
sions. Common sense tells them that 
the ehild has suffered enough, uud 
will apply the lesaou.

‘‘One of the most effective means 
of discipline iu reform school* is the 
teaching of boxing. When an incor- 
rigible Isiy is unable to control his 
temper, teach him tioxiug. In a box- 
ing match he has to control his turn 
|**r or he gets hit. He misses his 
guard and his op|>onent punches him 
Anger is a specie* of epilepsy, and 
destroys for a moment the mind's 
balance. I think every boy ought to 
learn boxing, hut I .don't advocate 
tuachiug it in the public schools. We 
can't have everything which it may 
be desirable to know taught in the 
public schools. The system is cram- 
med aud jammed to overflowing now. 
Life must not lie made too easy. 
Pleuty of children nowadays, espe- 
cially the children of the rich, are 
suffering from having too much 
pleasure. They are surfeited with 
pleasure. Their minds are filled 
with goody-goody sentimental stories. 
They will grow up to lie selfish milk 
shops. A ehild who has nothing to 
do but enjoy himself will liecome a 
degenerate, aelish mail. Luxury 
brings decay. 

“ I believe in pain and pleasure 
lioth.
